Jhe claims are novel when compared with the cita^ons none of which discloses that a temporaty cavity is 
formed in the container by the bottom of the container, the movable planar first restraining member, and the 
movable planar second restraining member, wherein, following the deposition of an object into the cavity, the 
first restraining member is withdrawn from its position and reinserted to take up a new position on the opposite 
side of the object and the second restraining member is then moved away from the first restraining member to 
create a new cavity for a further object to be deposited.
